This  cut  indicates  the  locality  of  the 
Mission  and  will  enable  you  easily  to  find 
it.  The  4th  Ward  in  which  it  is  located 
(though  its  operations  are  not  confined  to  it,) 
is  indicated  by  the  dotted  line.  It  is  truly 
a  dark  valley. 

The  Fourth  Ward 

In  which  this  Mission  is  located,  contains 
a  population  of  21,994 — 2,535  voters — 
509  places  selling  liquor — 475  brothels. 
Four  thousand  twenty-six  (many  of  them 
children),  were  arrested  in  one  year. 

Amid  all  this  crime  and  squalid  poverty, 
live  not  less  than  four  thousand  children 
between  the  ages  of  4  and  15  years,  for 
2,450  of  whom  no  provision  is  made  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  ward. 

This  youthful  population  consists  largely 
of  Cinder-wenches,  Gutter-snipes,  News- 
boys, Boot-blacks,  Street-sweepers,  Beg- 
gars of  cold  victuals,  Pedlars  of  stolen  ar- 
ticles, Dock-boys  and  Dead-rabbits. 

XKsT'This  is  the  Ward  whose  School 
Officers  dismissed  14  American  Protestant 
Teachers,  banished  the  Bible  from  the 
schools,  and  silen<;ed  the  u  Lord^s  Prayer" 
in  them. 

THIS  IS  OUR  PARISH. 


Look  at  one  Block. 

A  gentleman  engaged  in  carefully  obtain- 
ing statistics  of  some  of  the  worst  blocks, 
gives  the  following  : 

"  59  miserable  buildings,  occupied  by 
382  families,  in  which  are  812  Imh,  218 
Germans,  186  Italians,  189  Polanders,  12 
French,  9  English,  7  Portuguese,  2  Welsh, 
39  Negroes,  and  10  Americans.  Total, 
1,520. 

Of  these  113  are  Protestants,  287  Jews, 
and  1,061  Catholics. 

Of  the  613  children,  about  166  do  not  at- 
tend any  school.  Of  the  900  adults,  605  can 
neither  read  nor  write. 

There  are  about  50  degraded  women,  but 
not  one  of  them  an  American. 

In  this  block  are  33  underground  tene- 
ments, the  most  of  which  are  from  8  to  10 
feet  below  the  sidewalk. 

There  are  twenty  grog-shops.  One  Sab- 
bath a  gentleman  counted  for  five  hours, 
the  number  of  persons  who  went  into  two 
of  them.  There  were  450  men,  445 
women,  82  boys,  and  68  girls !  Total, 
1,059  persons." 

Penniless  and  alone  we  entered  this  field, 
feeling  that  God  had  called  us  to  care  for  his 
Little  Wanderers ,  and  that  he  would  supply 
all  our  to  ants.

Advisory  Committee. 

The  Advisory  Committee  held  their  semi" 
annual  meeting  at  the  rooms  of  the  Mission' 
37  New  Bowery,  on  Monday,  Nov.  24th> 
1862.  After  a  free  interchange  of  views, 
and  a  review  of  the  work  accomplished 
dining  the  past  six  months,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  were  unanimously 
adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Howard  Mission  has  been 
Signally  blessed  of  God,  and  by  His  favor 
permitted  to  accomplish  an  extraordinary 
amount  of  good  in  the  relief  of  the  destitute, 
the  support  of  poor  families,  and  specially 
in  rescuing  from  poverty  and  degradation 
multitudes  of  children,  for  many  of  whom 
it  has  obtained  good  christian  homes,  where 
their  temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  receives 
the  most  solicitous  attention  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  uholc  managemant  of  the 
Institution  has  leen  distinguished  by  scru- 
pulous integrity,  industry,  and  a  wise  and 
benevolent  foresight }  therefore, 

Besotted  :  That  we  express  our  cordial 
sympathy  with  the  officers  in  their  self-deny- 
iug  efforts  hi  behalf  of  the  poor  of  this  city, 
and  cordially  reaffirm  the  following  state- 
ment formerly  issued  over  our  signatures: 

14  Soon  after  the  commencement  of  this 
Mission,  at  the  request  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Van 
Metkr,  Superintendent,  and  Rev.  R.  G. 
Toi.f.s,  Principal,  having  full  confidence  in

M  We  therefore  desire  publicly  to  record 
our  conviction  of  the  unceasing  devotion  of 
these  gentlemen  to  their  calling ;  of  their 
signal  efficiency  and  scrupulous  honesty  iti 
their  woik,  and  of  the  wonderful  soeeess 
which  has  attended  the  Mission,  under  th  i:- 
guidance.  Time  and  minute  attention  on 
our  part  have  only  served  to  confirm  our 
Confidence  in  the  men,  and  to  intensify  our 
interest  in  their  work. 

We  do,  therefore,  most  cordially  and  un- 
hesitatingly commend  these  gentlemen  and 
the  Mission  to  the  confidence,  sympathy, 
and  active  co-operation  of  the  whole  Chris* 
tian  and  benevolent  public.

Our  Family 

Consists  of  three  classes  of  children — 

1st.  Those  who  arc  given  to  us  to  send 
to  homes,  are  with  OS  day  and  night  until 
homes  are  procured. 

2d.  Those  whom  wc  arc  not  at  liberty  to 
send  to  homes,  but  who  need  a  temporary 
shelter.  They  arc  with  us  for  a  day  or 
week,  or  any  length  of  time,  according  to 
circumstances.  Many  from  this  class  go  to 
permanent  homes. 

3d.  Those  who  enjoy  the  advantages  of 
the  bath,  wardrobe,  dining-room  and  school. 
These  do  not  sleep  in  the  Mi.-sion,  for  we 
can  better  afford  the  mother  some  necessary 
articles,  such  as  food  and  clothing,  and  i  t 
them  remain  with  her,  than  to  keep  them 
with  us.  Many  from  this  class  of  children 
not  only  go  to  homes,  but  are  making  homes 
for  poor  mothers.  This  ii  becoming  a 
phasing  feature  of  our  work.

Appetite  Stronger  than  Faith. 

Mrs.  li.  lives  in  a  tenement  house  direct- 
ly opposite  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral.  Its 
spire  casts  a  shadow  in  her  window  when 
the  sun  is  sinking  in  the  west.  On  a  cer- 
tain Friday  noon,  I  called  at  her  door,  ex- 
pecting, of  course,  from  her  neighborhood 
ami  hr  Irish  origin,  to  fiud  a  zealous 
Catholic.  Great  was  my  surprise  when  on 
entering  I  beheld  each  child  bountifully 
helped  to  salt  pork,  and  the  mother's  face 
covered  with  grease  from  eyes  to  chin. 

''Why,  Mrs  11.,  I  thought  you  a  good 
Catholic,"  I  said. 

uAn'  sure  I  be,  sir." 

"Then  why  do  you  eat  meat  on  Friday  ?" 

"An'  sure,  Mr.,  the  Priest  will  never 
find  it  out  unless  it  is  youYself  that  tells 
him  ;  and  be*iies,  this  is  the  first  meal  we 
hau^  had  f  >r  more  than  a  week." 

I  assured  her  she  heed  have  no  apprehen- 
sion on  that  score,  and  that  her  rehson  for 
indulging  was  perifively  valid.  This  fact, 
however,  is  manifest — there  are  compara- 
tively few  among  the  lower  class  of  Catho- 
lics whose  religion  will  not  yield  to  cold  and 
hunger;  hence  the  nccesnty  of  that  practi- 
cal sympathy  which  feeds  and  clothes  the 
body,  while  it  instructs  the  mind  and  en 
force  the  precepts  of  morality.

Children  of  W ant. 

Mrs.  Mc.  lives  in  -Mulberry  St.,  near 
Five  Points  Meeting  me  on  the  street  one 
day  with  a  bundle  of  tracts  in  my  hand,  she 
naturally  supposed  me  to  be  a  missionary, 
and  urged  me  with  many  tears  to  follow  her 
home.  It  was  an  ^  by  10  room,  in  the  at- 
tic of  a  crowded  tenement  house  The 
stairway  leading  to  it,  in  addition  to  being 
dark  and  slippery,  gave  out  a  stench  better 
appreciated  than  described 

Long  acquaintance  with  almost  every 
phase  of  misery  had  prepared  me,  as  I 
thought,  for  any  thing  1  eould  meet  in  that 
line,  but  certainly  not  for  the  sad  history 
and  deep  sorrow  which  these  narrow  walls 
had  witnessed. 

I  looked  for  a  chair  to  sit  upon,  but  in 
vain. 

The  mother  had  seated  herself  upon  the 
fx  >or.    On  each  side  of  her  was  crouched  a  | 


little  boy,  on  whose  face  hunger  had  writ- 
ten unmistakable  characters.  In  the  cor- 
ner, upon  a  ragged  straw  tick,  lay  the 
husband,  covered  with  a  quilt  which 
but  half  conceal  d  his  naked  limbs.  Me 
had  lain  and  suffered  there  for  IS  months. 
There  his  family  slept,  and  there  during  that 
time  two  of  his  children  had  sickened  and 
died. 

The  children  had  never  known  what  it  w::s 
to  have  regular  meals  or  tidy  clothes.  They 
had  lived  in  hunger  and  rags,  and  upon 
the  day  I  called  they  had  eaten  nothing. 

"Mr.   ,"  exclaimed   the  mother, 

"we  arc  starving  and  freezing.  (The  snow 
was  beating  against  the  window,  and  the 
wind  was  whistling  through  the  cracks 
around  the  casement.)  What  can  you  do 
for  us  ?  My  husband  is  a  Scotchman,  and 
a  Presbyterian  ;  I  am  an  Ameiican,  and  a 
Methodists  I  have  supported  my  husband 
and  family  since  he  has  lain  there,  and  un- 
til I  could  get  no  more  woik.  Then  I  was 
forced  to  beg,  but  people  will  neither  believe 
my  tale  nor  come  and  see  for  themselves. 
Oh,  sir,  we  arc  starving  and  freezing." 

The  sequel  is  short.  The  two  little  boys 
arc  now  in  the  Mission,  bright,  intelligent, 
happy.  They  are  clothed  and  f<  d.  The 
mother  has  work,  and  the  suffering  husband 
is  cared  for. 


"Failing  Passion  Strong  in  Death." 

Mrs.  P.,  familiarly  known  as  Sister  P., 
is  well,  if  not  favorably,  known  at  the  Mis- 
sion. Unless  the  Missionary  is  frequent  in 
his  visits  to  her,  she  will  be  frequent  in 
her's  to  him.  She  is  exceedingly  pious, 
crossing  herself  vigorously  when  talked  to 
on  the  subject  ofreligion  by  a  Protestant, 
and  claiming  that  her  sorrows  are  only 
equalled  in  extent  and  magnitude  by  her 
virtues. 

She  is  also  very  modest,  priding  herself 
on  the  fact  that  she  begs  but  seldom,  and 
very  little  at  a  time,  and  that  unless  what 
she  asks  very  freely  given,  she  never  ac- 
cepts it. 

One  morning  after  she  had  received  a 
supply  from  the  Mission,  and  promised  not 
to  [dead  for  more  for  many  months,  the 
Mi>sionary  called  on  her  expecting,  of 
course,  to  find  her  very  grateful  and  satis- 
fied. 

"Good  morning,  Mrs.  P.  How  arc  you 
this  morning  ?" 

"God  bless  you,  sir,"  she  replied  ;  "very 
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poorly,  indeed.  I  hav'nt  a  stitch  to  wear. 

The  old  man  19  naked 
too,  and  the  children  hav'nt  any  clothes  on, 
and  nothing  to  eat  cither.  I'm  just  as  big 
a  chanty  as  God  made.  If  you  could  give 
me  a  couple  of  dresses  and  some  und  t- 
clothing,  I  should  be  greatly  obliged  to 
you." 

"Any  thin?  else  ?" 

"I  .-:iould  like  to  hive  a  suit  of  clothes 
for  my  old  man,  and  a  good,  warm  overcoat 
for  the  winter." 

"Any  thing  else,  Mrs.  P  r" 

"Yea,  sir.  We  have  no  bed-quilts.  If 
you  would  please  give  me  a  couple,  and 
some  sheets,  and  a  little  bed  for  the  chil- 
dren, Td  be  obliged  to  ye." 

"Is  there  not  something  else,  Mrs.  P  r" 

""Well,  we  need  a  good  stove  and  some 
coal  for  the  winter  Please  tell  Mr.  Van 
Meter  to  give  them  to  us." 

"But  you  will  want  something  else,  will 
you  not  ?" 

"I  should  like  to  have  some  potatoes,  and 
some  meat  and  bread,  and  a  little  help  to 
pay  the  rent  The  old  man  is  sick  and 
can't  do  much.".. 

My  time  being  up,  I  bade  her  good 
morLing,  but  promised  to  hear  her  out  on 


some  future  occasion. 

Not  long  after  this  Mrs.  P.  called  at  the 
Mis-ion  in  deep  giief.

Going  to  her  room,  I  found  the  body  of 
the  child  wrapped  in  what  appeared  to  be 
an  old  table  cloth,  and  stretched  upon  the 
table.

P.,  and  I  will  order  it  imme- 
diately." 

'  God  bless  you,  sir.  I  need  some  mus- 
lin for  a  shroud,  and  two  dressjs  and  some 
under  clothes  for  myself.''
